GOVERNOR GRANTS 
DELAY TO JOHNSON 


Hardman Acts in Order 
To Have Additional Time 
To Study Slayer’s “Men- 
tal Responsibility.” 


Two Georgia white men condemned 
to be executed for capital crimes won 
stays of execution ‘Thursday when 
Governor L. G. Hardman granted a 
90-day respite to Wade Johnson, of 
Jones county, and when attorneys for 
R. H. Sheppard won an automatic re- 
prieve when his case was carried to 
the supreme court for the second time 
ou a bill of exceptions signed by the 
trial judge in the Fulton’ superior 
court. Johnson was to have been 
hanged at Gray, Ga., Friday, while 
Sheppard was condemned to die in the 
electric chair at Milledgeville on May 
18. 

Johnson was convicted of partici- 
pating in a,'criminal assault on an 
aged. Jones county white woman. 
Sheppard was convicted of killing 
Homer Fowler in Atlanta in Febru- 
ary, 1926. Johnson committed his 
crime prior to the enactment of the 
electric chair act, hence he would have 
been executed on the gallows at Gray 
Friday, the last white man doomed 
to this fate in this state, had not 
the governor granted the respite. 

To Study “Responsibility.” 

The governor granted the respite to 
Johnson so that he could have fur- 
ther time to “study Johnson’s mental 
respousibility.” A large delegation of 
prominent Jones county citizens ask- 
ed the zovernor to commute the death 
sentence to life imprsonment. In 
the group appearing before the gov- 


ernor Thursday seeking clemency were | 


Johnson's mother and sister. In his 
statement the governor denied tbe re- 
quest for a commutation but said he 
granted the respite so he could study 
the case further. 

Once before, on January .6, the 
governor saved Johnson from the gal- 
lows by granting a” respite, delaying 
the date of execution from January 
2) to March 19. The stay was grant- 
ed in order to prot‘de additional time 
for the governor to investigate the 
youth’s mentality, the executive ex- 
plained in issuing the order. 

At the expiration of the 60 days 
the governor ‘notified court officials 
of the Ocmulgee circuit that he would 
not interfere and that the law would 
be allowed to take its course. Subse- 
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FLOOD CONTROL 
BILL ADDRESSED 
TO PRESIDENT 


Washington, May 10.—(4)—The 
Mississippi flood control bill was in 
the hands of President Coolidge to- 
night. It was sent to him from con- 
gress where earlier in the day the 
last legislative touch was given it. 

It was checked out of the capitol 
late in the day bearing the signatures 
of Vice President Dawes and Speaker 


Longworth. Its signature by the 
president is all that is lacking before 
it omes law. Mr. Coolidge has 
10 legal days within which to sign or 
veto the measure. That period will 
expire at midnight May 22. 

Because of the many conferences be- 
tween the executive and the bill’s 
handlers in congress during its con* 
sideration and in the final stages of 
its revision, friends of the measure 
were confident that Mr. olidge 
would sign it. The president himself 
feels that the measure is not com- 
pletely satisfactory but is the best 
that can be produced in congress.

New York, May 10.—(/)—A brief 
radio message to the Associated 
Press: “Blimp landed American trad- 
er Ambrose light” tonight signalled 
the successful completion of another 
step forward in aviation. 

An airship had landed on and taken 
off from the deck of a steamer in 
motion, taking aboard a cargo of mai! 
and soaring into the air again with- 
out halting the surface vessel. 

The army blimp TC-5 had settled 
on the deck of the shipping board 
steamer American Trader three miles 
off Ambrose lightship, nestledsthere 
three minutes, picked up a sack of 
mail and took to the air again for 
the trip to its hangar at Lakehurst, 
New Jersey. 

Experimental Feat. 

The feat was an experiment ar- 
ranged between the army air service 
and the shipping board to demoustrate 
the feasibility of landing an airship 
on a surface vesse] without interfer- 
ing with the progress of the latter. 

The 200-foot non-rigid  airsltip, 
heading slowly up the coast from 
Lakehurst, met the American Trader

The business session of the veterans’ 
reunion ended without any further ac- 
tion having been taken on a resolution 
providing for perfection of plans with 
the Grand Army of the Republic for 
holding their reunions jointly in the 
future.

Washington, May 10.—(P)—W hile 
the government today sought the in- 
dictment of Robert W. Stewart, chair- 
man of the board of the Standard Oil 
Company of Indiana, for perjury, his 
counsel moved to free him from anoth- 
er indictment—that charging him with 
refusing to answer questions asked 
by the senate Teapot Dome commit- 
tee. 

Testimony and 
dence based on Stewarts appearances 
before the committee after which mem- 
bers declared they had found certain 
diserepancies in his statements, were 
placed before the grand jury by Leo 
A. Rover, district attorney. 

The move was a plea to Justice 
Frederick L. Siddons, of-the District 
of Columbia supreme court to dism.-s 
the indictment on the ground that 
Stewart bad answered at his second 
appearance before the committee ques 
tions he refused earlier to answer and 
for which he was indicted. 

Base of Action. 

The action today looking 
Stewart's indictment was based on his 
appearances before the senate commit- 
tee February 2 and 3 and April 24 
At this first appearance i e oil man 
said he knew vnothing ibout the Lib 
erty Bond Oil profits of the Continen- 
tal Trading company, $3,080,000 of 
which the committee was trying to 
trade.

The property, consisting of four 
tracts located north of Tenth street 
and west of Howell Mill road, is esti- 
mated to be worth in excess of $500,- 
000, having been valued at $524.550 
in 1904 when owned as the Miller 
Union Stock Yards. It is subject to 
an outstanding bond issue of $225,- 
O00. 

Mr. Candler acquired the entire in- 
terests of the Atlanta Stock Yards, 
Inec., in a recent transaction that went 
to record early this month. Since 
then he has issued notice to his ten- 
ants to vacate the property. It is 
understood that Mr. Candler previous- 
ly owned the controlling stock in the 


corporation, of which he was presi- 
dent, with J. R. Brooks, secretary 
of the organization and manager of 
the stock yards. The _ transaction 
served to place full ownership of the 
large tract of land directly in Mr. 
Candler’s hands.

English soil by Monday. This was 
taken to indicate that Carol's plea 
to be allowed to remain, coupled with 
his promise of good behavior in the fu- 


ture, had been in vain. 

It was known that the government 
had carefully considered the situation 
before intimating to Carol that his 
presence had proved undesirable. 
Meanwhile, speculation continued as 
to ~which country next would give 
Carol refuge with majority opinion 
centering on France, where he already 
had lived in exik quietly for two 
years. — 


FRANCE WILL HARBOR 
EXILED PRINCE. 

Paris, May 10.—(4)—Former Crown 
Prince Carol, of Rumania, may re- 
turn to take up his residence in 
France, and there will be no opposi-

Carol’s activities in France never 
amounted to what might be interpreted 
as abuse of hospitality.

GEORGIA UTILITY 
ACTIVITIES BARED 
AT SENATE QUIZ 


$100 for ‘Orange Peels’ 
Revealed; State Records 
Destroyed; Knowledge 
of Inquiry Is Denied. 


Washington, May 10.—(/) —Pub- 
licity activities of Georgia and Fisr 
ida public utility organizations came 
under the scrutiny today of the fed- 
eral trade commission in its investi 
gation of utility financing, with testi- 
mony running through a aiaze of de- 


tails, 

It ranged from expense aceount of 
$100 for “orange peels” to the dis 
elosure that the utilities information 
committee of Georgia, whose expenres 
were about $30,000 a year, hed de- 
troyed its financial records and waged 
a fight against waterpower lezislation 
sponsored by the Municipal League of 
Georgia. 

Atlanta Testifies. 

Those developments came in the tes- 
timony of Willard Cope, »: Ailanta, 
executive secretary, of cae Georgia 
committee. He said his organization 
had destroyed all its financial state- 
ments from 1921 to January 1, 192s, 
because the officials did not care to 
preserve them merely to be “knicked 
about the office.” He said he had no 
idea congress would investigate it 
when he destroyed the records. — 

Asked by Robert E, Healy, chief 
counsel for the commissioner, about 
a voucher for $45 paid to the Colum- 
bus (Ga.) Inquirer-Sun for 100 sub- 
scriptions, he said he did this “in or- 
der to raise the general level of the 
intelligence of the state.” 

He denied that the purpose was to 
further his views on public utility 


matters. 
Other Witnesses.

W. &A, ROADBED FOUND 
BEST IN ITS. HISTORY 


The roadbed of the Western and 
Atlantic railroad; owned by the state 
of Georgia and leased to the Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis railroad, 


according to a statement made by 
James A. Perry, chairman of the Geor- 
'gia public service commission, Thurs- 
'day, after the return of the commis- 
sion from an inspection trip taken 
over the road. 
| Mr. Pertry’s statement is as follows: 
‘‘Rased on & personal inspection of the 
| Western & Atlantic railroad, on the part 
of the commission and its engineer togeth- 
| er with a more minute inapection by Mr. 
| Johnston, the commission's engineer, some 
weeks ago. it is th® opinion of the com. 
mission that the road-bed is in the best 
condition at any time in its history. Beyond 
question, the requirement of the lease act 
that the road shall be kept in as good 
condition, at least equal to that of first- 
| class railroads within the state of Georgia, 
is being fnlly complied with. 
| ‘There is about 55 miles of 119-pound 
| rail now in use, five miles of which was 
laid during the last 12 months and an 
| additional seven miles will be completed 
lwithin the next 12 months. This heavy 
rail is in use all the way from Atlanta 
to Cartersville where the heaviest traffic 
is handled, due to the connection with 
the Louisville & Nashville railway at Car- 
tereville. The remainder of the line is 
laid with 90-pound rail. In a compara- 
tively short time, the entire road will be 
laid with 110-peund rail. 

‘The net additions and betterments to 
December 21, 1927, amounts to $1,697,443.07. 
Considering that under the lease, three 
million dollars is required to be expended 
for this account and since only eight years 
of the 50 years have elapsed, it will readily 
he seen the manner in which the lessee is 
caring for the road. 

“Quite an interesting improvement is 
under construction now at Tunnel Hill. A 
new tunnel, some 75 feet distant from 
the old tunnel, is now in course of con- 
etruction, and it is expected will be com- 
plete for use in October of this year. For 
years the old tunnel has been, On account 
of size, inadequate to take care of quite 
a bit of competitive freight, as well as 
some of the equipment of the lessee, and 
of course, the new tunnel is amply suffi- 
client to take care of any movement that 
may be desired. This new tunnel will cost 
approximately $500,000 complete, ready for 
use. 

‘It is only fair to say that the physical 
condition of the state's roadbed and astruc- 
tures is maintained in fully as good condt- 
tion as the Nashville, Chattanooga & 8&t. 
Louls failwas’s own roadbed between Chat-

Officials of the Green- 
ville, S. C., water works commission, 
for whom the 700-foot long reservoir 
barrier was constructed, sought a 
volunteer who would yenture to the 
water’s edge at the crumbling dyke 


and drop the packitfg material into 
a drain at its base, A drain pipe in- 
side the dam collapsed some time 
agd, causing the leak, and engineers 
said :if -the- packing. material could be 
) dropped. into the drain at its opening 
erosion of ‘the dam’ might be halted. 


Water’ werks officials, whd prom- 


isl a reward to the volunteer, said 
that while dangerous, the task might 
be accomplished without injury, They 
added, however, that if the dam should 
collapse suddenly the several billion 
galions of water it holds would swirl 
about the volunteer and carry him 
with a flood down the valley. 


If plans to plug the leak are wun- 
successful today engineers, confident 
the dam would hold, said the effort 
would be made later when the level 
of the impounded waters shall have 
subsided, The lake stood at 108 feet 
yesterday, eight feet below the Ievel 
at the time the leak was discovered. 

Sixty or more persons living in the 
valley below the dam remained camped 
ow the hillsides today where they fled 
when a collapse of the. dam was 
feared.

Waiting for him on the deck was 
Lieutenant O. A. Weleher with a land- 
ing crew of 21 men from Governor's 
Island. The weather was-good and the 
sea calm. 

Slowly thagblimp floated downward, 
passed a line to those aboard the 
steamer, and was hauled to rest on 
the platform. The American ‘Trader 
was still making six knots, 

The platform, 40 feet above the 
water line, measured about 20 by 50 
feet. The néarest encumbrance aboard 
was about 70 feet from its edge, pro- 
viding the blimp, nearly as long as 
the steamer, and with a gondola 20 
feet long, ample room to maneuver 
about the stern of the surface craft. 

Comes Down Easily. 

The blimp came down easily, set- 
tling without difficulty as the land- 
ing crew hauled her closer and made 
her fast. The steamer’s 70 passengers 
cheered as they watched the dexterity 
with which the experiment was con- 
ducted.

The best information in Wall street, 
however, is that there will be no in- 
crease in the dividend but there is 
likely to be stock offerings with rights.
